Herald Charges Conspirocy 
Reduce Price Cotton 


The following are copies of edi- 
‘orials and correspondence bearing 
ipon a very silly and ill advised ed- 
‘orial of the Birmingham Age-Her- 
ald of Birmingham, Ala. in which it 
-harged that the present depression 
ii‘ varns and goods was a fake de- 
vression engineered -by the cotton 
manufacturers for the purpose of 
depressing the price of cotton. 

First of all we give a reprint of 
ihe wonderful (?) editorial of the 
\ve-Herald: 

Producers Should Watch the

With the. gathering of the crop 
‘st ahead there is ground for sus- 
‘clon that the proposed curtail- 
‘ent of production has an intimate 
nneclion with the...price..of..the 
orthcoming erop of the raw ma- 
‘rial. Forewarned is forearmed. 
‘he producers should keep close 
vatch on the tacties of the mill men 


from now until the close of the year. 
Wherever possible they should es- 
tablish co-operative agencies for 
their information and protection. 

The cotton producer has done bet- 
ter for himself in the past few years 
than heretofore by dint of self-reli- 
ance and personal study of the data 
bearing on the cotton market fur- 
ni:hed by the government. 

A sharp eye on the movements of 
the spinners and a cold-blooded an- 
alysis of their propaganda coupled 
with slow marketing will be well 
worth while. 

Our Reply. 
Charlotte, N. G., July 21, 1920.

Dear Sir: 

My attention has been called to an 
editorial in your issue of July 13th, 
entitled “Producers Should Watch 
the Spinner Closely.” 

I regret exceedingly to see an edi- 
torial of that kind in a paper of the 
standing of the Age-Herald. 

The meat of vour editorial is the 
statements that there is only a pre- 
tended slump in the demand for 
cotton goods and that il is engineer- 
ed by the cotton manufacturers for 
the purpose of lowering the price of 
eotton. You sit in your office and 
make a serious charge of this kind, 
whereas you can go to any cotton 
mill in Alabama and buy goods and 
yarns at from 10 cents to 50 cents 
per pound less than the same goods 
could have been purchased three 
months ago, and you could also find 
that practically every mill has an 


accumulation of goods that can not 


be readily sold even at today’s 
prices, 

Standard sheetings have declined 
more than 20 cents per pound, and 
if is certain that nobody expects a 
decline of 20 cents per pound in the 
price of cotton, | 

Fine combed yarns, made from 
the long staple cotton of the Missis- 
sippi Delta have, due to the compe- 
tion with low: price silk yarns since 
the crash in the silk market, drop- 
ped more than $t.00 per pound or as 
much as the entire price of long sta- 
ple cotton. 

There is a real period of depres- 

sion in the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry, but I do not believe that it 


will continue for the world is still 
short of cotton goods. In my opin- 
ion business in cotton goods will 
radically improve early in the fall, 
but it is absolutely absurd for any 
sensible man to claim that there is 
no depression today. 

In spite of this depression cotton 
is selling at 43% cents on the streets 
of Charlotte; whereas last fall the 
ruling price was from 32 to 33 cents. 

If, as you state, the cotton manu- 
facturers have reduced operations 
to only four days a week and have 
cult the price of their yarns 20 cents 
or more per pound in order to re- 
duce. the price of cotton, they have 
failed in their object. 

It is not improbable that cotton 
will sell from 30 to 35 cents as it did 
last year when the first rush comes, 
but it will be the fault of the farmer 
and not the cotton manufacturer. 

When cotton is high the mills 
make more profit because goods are 
usually higher in proportion and the 
cotton mills of the South have been 
the greatest of all forees m secur- 
ing a good price for the cotton of 
the Southern farmers. When there 
were half the number of spindles in 
the South and'the market was con- 
trolled by foreign buyers, the price 
of cotton remained around 5 and 6 
cents per pound. | 

A comparison of the prices of cot- 
ton goods and yarns will convince 
you that a real depression exists and 
there is absolutely no evidence that 
the cotton manufacturers desire 
lower cotton. 

A great paper such as the Age- 
Herald should investigate the facts 
and not seek to stir bad feeling be- 
tween the cotton mills and the 
farmers through editorials based 
‘olely upon imagination.

Your editorial of July 13th, quot- 
ing from the New Orleans Ex- 
change: | 

“The feature of the trade this 
week was the claim of the curitail- 
ment of output among American 
mills and the announcement that 
some Eastern mills had decided to 
close at least two weeks. during 
July because of the lack of new or- 
ders.” 

And you headline this editorial 
“Producers Should Watch the Spin- 
ners Closely.” The original article 
prompted by the New Orleans Ex- 
change, shifting the depressions of 
the New Orleans Exchange market 
from their manipulations to the 
spinners, 

The New Orleans July contract 
cotton basis middling closed the 12th 
at 36.20, 4c per pound below the 
price of spot middling, and New 
York, the same day, was 39.85, ic be- 
low the price of spot middling. The 
New Orleans Exchange is due the 
country to explain why their July 
contract basis middling is 365 points 
below New York contracts and 400 
points below spot middling. What 
species of jugglery did the New Or- 
leans Exchange use to make this 


great difference between their con- 


tract price and spot price? 

Every holder of July contracts 
who had been induced to hedge sales 
on their exchange has been swin- 
died by at least 3¢ per pound, $15.00 
per bale, and this in the face of the 
Smith-Lever Bill which was enact- 
ed for the: purpose of making ex- 
change contract price function on 
spot prices, and which they contend 
is a protection to the cotton farmer 
and the cotton dealer. 

If the Comer Amendment to the 
Smith-Lever Bill, requiring one-half 
the delivery middling and above,

had been adopted, these swindling 
operations could not happen. 

There are just two classes of busi- 
_hess on the cotton exchanges, legiti- 
mate business and gambling busi- 
ness, the interest of the legitimate 
dealer and the interest of the gam- 
bler. The conduct of the presnt law 
protects the gamblers in the most 
nefarious operations and he is en- 
abled within the law to manipulate 
the exchange prices just as he is do- 
ing now. When futures contracts 
for the spot month vary as much as 
4c from spot cotton, lower, there is 
swindling going on and when in New 
Orleans, supposed to be a spot mar- 
ket, the contract price varies from 
the New York prices 3%e and the 
New York price is still 1¢ lower than 
the spot price, then there is. swin- 
dling going on, swindling in which 
the producer, the manufacturer and 
the consumer are the victims. The 
interests of these three are together 
and no amount of camouflaging will 
hide the Germanized conduct of the 
exchanges and that eonduct hurts 
the farmers the most. 

To charge thal cotton mills are 
shutting down to depress the price 
of cotton, it might just as well be 
charged that the lumber mills are 
shutting down to depress the price 
of timber. No character of business 
closes down when successfully run- 
ning and it is exchange slander to 
a:sociate cotton mills, or blame on 
the cotton mills, the gambling con- 
ditions of the cotton market. 

The cotton mills, every legitmate 
interest, want a stabilized, firm cot- 
ton market, one based on supply and 
demand, one the least subject to the 
terrible downs such as the  ex- 


changes are now making. It is an 
outrage on every class of business 
that the exchange price New Or- 
leans can be manipulated so as to 
be 400 points below the spot price 
and 365 points below the New York 
Exchange price the same day. Again 
asserting that if the Comer Amend- 
ment had been passed, this thing 
would not be possible and should 
not be possible. 

Every one knows that a firm cot- 
ton market establishes a trading ba- 
sis desirable to the manufacturer 
and merchant, just as a weak cot- 
ton market destroys the confidence 
in values and makes cotton manu- 
facturing and merchandising diffi- 
eult and unsatisfactory. 

I have been a manufacturer of 
eotton for twenty years, have been 
interested in the growing of cotton 
all my life and my fathers before 
me. I know the difficulties and 
costs attached to cotton growing 
from the preparation, planting and 
hoeing in the cold dews of . the 
spring morning to the gathering 
during the long August, September 
and October days, and have always 
tried to aid in getting a better price 
because I know that never yet have 
the growers of cotton 
commensurate return for their time 
and labor. 

The South produces 12,000,000 
bales cotton; approximately half of 
it is manufactured in America, the 
other half goes export. Surely it 
would be short sighted policy on the 
part of the American manufactur- 
ers to desire cheap prices for cot- 
ton, since the proceeds of the whole 
crop furnishes the purchasing pow- 
er for all manufactured articles in-

cluding cotton goods, and so builds 
the prosperity of the whole coun- 
try. This is strikingly so when we 
remember that over one-half of the 
purchase money for cotton comes 
from the outside world. The bear 
gamblers on the exchanges fight the 
price of cotton, the only salvation 
is for the cotton farmer to demand 
a fair price.

Comer Analyzes Cotton Market's 
Odd Quotations. 
‘Reprint from Age-Herald of 
July 30.) 

Senator B. B. Comer, in an analy- 
sis of cotton market quotations, 
says: 


“On. July 22 


22, in large headlines, 
the papers state, ‘New York July 
contracts advanced to 43c, a new 
high record, within 18 points of the 
record made in March. On Friday, 
the 23rd. also in large headlines, it 
i again stated, ‘Excitement plentiful 
in New York eotton trading; staple 
fluctuated between record advance 
and sensational drop in last hour of 


trading, July going to 43.75¢e, or 57 


points higher than ever before. 
“Reading this, an uniformed 
party would think that the cotton 
market was greatly excited, very 
bullish, and had made sensational 
advances, oul of which the holders 


of eotton would reap big benefits 


and the growers of cotton would 
have great expectations, The very 
contrary of this is the fact. 

“On June 25, the second tender 
day for July contracts,- July New 
York was selling 35.50c, while spot 
cotton was 40.50c, the contract mar- 
ket being 5e per pound lower than 
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the spot market in New York. 0» 
July 23, the last notice day for July 
contracts, July was selling at 43.75; 
or $41.25 per bale higher than 0) 
June 25, and spot cotton had not aii. 
vanced a penny, 

The Gamblers. 

“The gamblers on the New York 
exchange, notwithstanding the 
Smith-Lever bill, made for the pro- 
tection of legitimate business, 0), 
June 25 had New York Exchang: 
cotton 5e per pound cheaper thar 
spot cotton. On July 23, the sam» 
gamblers had the same contrac‘ 
3%4c higher than spot cotton and in 
these great variations spot cotton 
had not advanced a penny, and le- 
gilimate holders had not been ad- 
vantaged a penny and the farmer’ - 
prospect for present or future cot- 
fon not been increased a cent. 

“The same people who put July 
contracts to 43.75e@ now have Octo- 
ber contract*, the next active month. 
March, 29.05¢, and May, 
28.450¢. 

“With the present values for 
middling colton around 40¢, the far- 
mers crop now growing and still in 
all the uncertainties of weevils ani 
other damage, is being priced by th: 
bear gamblers on the exchanges a! 
less than 30c per pound, and ther: 
is no legitimate interest that dare- 
to buy these contracts, stabilizine 
the market and supporting value, 
because there is no certainty eithe: 
as to the grade of delivery or th: 
differentials between grades, ani 
this leaves the pricing of th: 
South's great crop in the hands 0! 
buecaneering exchange bear gam. 
blers without fear of selling them.

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Conference on Industrial Relations. 


Charles R. Towson, head of in- 
dustrial department of the Y. M. C. 
A., who presided at the conference 
on industrial relations held at Blue 
Ridge, July 2-4, has just sent out a 
condensed copy of the proceedings 
of the conference. 

This is the first conference of the 
kind held in the South under the 
auspices of the industrial depart- 
ment of the Y. M .C. A. and it was 
such a success that it is very likely 
one will be held each year at Blue 
Ridge, N. C., as they have at Silver 
Bay, N. Y. The condensed report of 
the Blue Ridge conference follows: 

It was a thoughtful group of in- 
dustrial men -that left the Blue 
Ridge, N. CC. conference grounds, 
Sunday, July 4th, at the close of the 
week-end industrial conference. 
They were thoughtful because they 
had discussed such subjects as in- 
dustrial unrest, wages, hours, con- 
ditions, attitudes relationships, and 
the new industrial day. Every man 
seemed to take if seriously. 

There were present thirty presi- 
dents, and managers, five times that 
many superintendents, foremen and 
overseers together with enough rep- 
resentatives of the rank and file of 
the workers to make clear their 
point of view in the discussions. 
Also a number of ministers, Y. M. C., 
A. secretaries, and others, a total of 
200. Sixty-five different industries 
were represented. 

In the discussions nothing was 
side-stepped for lack of courage, but 
no vagaries were exploited. It was 
too serious a minded group for that. 
Methods were secondary although 
some of the newer personnel meth- 
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ods, works councils, and represen- 
tation plans received attendance. No 
declarations were made, nor resolu- 
tions adopted, but every man was 
compelled to think. It is safe to 
say that some new attitudes and re- 
lations will result in these 65 in- 
dustries. 

The foreman was the central fig- 
ure. Their strategic place and re- 
sponsibility were brought home to 
many of them as never before. It 
was a bad place for pessimists and 
red radicals. These men knew their 
own industrial conditions and were 


not to be stampeded. The man who - 


would destroy the present order, 
instead of improving it, would have 
to show them what he would put 
in its place. Visitors from other 
sections were impressed and not a 
little surprised by the alert, yet Sane 
attitude of these leaders. 

Some of the reactions at the close 
of the conference were shown by 
references to the ideas that had 
most impressed the delegates, 
among them the following: 

“The necessity for closer relation 
between management and men.” 

“The management is largely re- 
sponsible for the state of mind of 
the workers.” 

“The importance of the foreman’s 
example upon the men.” 

“Need for developing the creative 
impulse.” 

“Dignifying labor—show _ the 
worker how big and important his 
job is.” 

“Encourage initiative.” 

“Reward inventions—by recogni- 
tion and financially.” 

“Character an essential in produc- 
tion.” 


“Mutuality of 


interest tbhetween 


employer and employe.” ' 

“Mutual loyalty between employer 
and employe.” 

“The square deal—no substitute 
for it.” 

“A twenty-four a day interest in 
men,” 

“Practical 
plans.” 

“Spiritual values in produetion.” 

“Need for vocational education.” 

“Better housing imperative—and 
advantages of employes owning 
their homes.” 

“Thrift. 

“The needs for the colored work- 
er.” 
“A new spirit must be created in 
industry and in this the manage- 
ment must take the imitiative.”

“This meeting has made me de- 
termined that while I have always 
tried to smile at the other men, both 
above and below me, now I am go- 
ing to do it.” | | 

“I propose to give a square deal, 
bekind—firm and expect results,”

Community Buildings For the Mill 
Towns. 


Julius W. Cone, vice-pre_ident of 
ihe Proximity Manufacturing com- 
pahyy Of o@reensbore, .N. Cy). jane 
nounced that the Cone company had 
planned to construct two two-story 
community buildings, .costing ap- 
proximately $500,000, for employes 
of Proximity and White Oak mils.

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Taking Up the Slack. 

Last Fall and Spring, there was 
such a continual advance in the 
price of automobile tires that every 
time a dealer received a shipment 
he found that he had a substantial 
profit in same. The result was that 
every dealer in the county, even to 
the little cross roads dealer, in- 
creased the size of his. orders until 
he was carrying enough tires to last 
his trade for several months. 

Suddenly tight money came and 
the dealers seeing an end to the ad- 
vance in the price of tires, not only 
quit buying but cancelled outstand.-. 
ing orders. 

With’ the dealers of the country 
supplied for. several months, the 
manufacturers of tires found them- 
selves making tires aft a phenome- 
nal rate but with no buyers to take 
the tires off their hands. 

Before they could reduce produc- 
Lion the financial strength of every 
manufacturer of tires was strained 
and they have been obliged to can- 
cel orders for tire fabrics, and that 
in return has caused distress to the 
cotton mills that had been induced 
lo put their machinery on tire fab- 
rics or tire fabric yarns. 

While the tire manufacturers 
have not been selling tires and most 
of them have been on Lime, 
more than 8,000,000 automobiles 
have been running over the roads 


short 


of the country and wearing out 
tires. 
These automobilists have been 


going to the city dealer and the 
cross-roads dealer and taking tires 
from his stock but the dealers have 
not yel gone to the manufacturer 
for tires to replace those. that they 
sell, 

Presently the stock of tires will 
begin to get low and the dealer will 
begin to send in 


replacement or- 
ders, the tire manufacturers wil! 
gradually return to full operation 


and begin to buy tire fabries and 
tire yarns, 

The overbuying by the tire dealer 
caused a “slack” in the tire supply 
chain and there was a bad sag in 
that chain when the dealer end 
suddenly stopped and the manufac- 
lurers end continued to come for- 
ward. 

We are now passing through a 
period in which the “slack” is being 
taken up and presently the tire sup- 
ply chain will laut and 
busine s become normal again al- 
though probably not upon such a 
high plane as was the ease before 
the slump. 

The automobile tire situation also 
illustrates what has taken place in

the cotton goods and cotton yarn

The slack that resulted from 


-peculative overbuying is now be- 
ing taken up and there are many 
indications that the supply rope is 
almost taut again. There evi- 
denee that the jobbers and retailers

When the retailer comes to the 
jobber for goods the jobber mus!

Loose Money. 


Speaking of tight money and hard 
limes, we might suggest that there 
is considerable loose money in the 
United States. 

The following are some 
loose money expenditures 
people of this country: 

The annual total spent for candy 
is $1,000,000,000; chewing gum, $50,- 
soft drinks, %350,000,000: 
perfumery and cosmetics, $750,000,- 
000; furs, $300,000,000; carpets and 
clothing,  $41,500,000,0005 
soap”, $400,000,000, and for 
pianos, organs and phonographs, 
$250,000,000. 

When the women of the couat:y 
are spending $750,000,000 a year for 
material with which to perfume 
themselves and paint their faces we 
do not see why they should = kick 
about paying a few dollars extra for 
a gingham or voile dress. We sup- 
pose the $400,000,000 of toilet soap 
is required to remove the $750,000.- 
000 of paint and perfumery. 

More than $2,100,000,000 is paid 
annuually for tobacco and vanishes 
by the smoke route and another 
2,000,000,000 is spent for automo- 
biles and tires. — 

During the past year the people 
of the United States spent $8,710,- 
000,000 for luxuries, that is, things 
that they could have lived ecomfort- 
ably without buying. It was a aver- 
age of #438 per year «or $7.00 per 
week for every family. 

It looks like a awful waste and 
awful useless expenditure bui. 
thal $8,710,000,000 expenditure gave 
employment to hundreds of thou- 
sands of people and through. that 
expenditure and the wages of per- 
employed the country 
reached. a wonderful state of pros- 
perity. 

It is better to have an enormous 
expenditure for luxuries than an 
army of men in idleness. We had 
rather see the ladiés spending mil- 
lions for paint and perfumery than 
to see the gaunt and hungry faces 
in the old bread lines in the cities 
of this country. 

Every reader of this editorial re- 
ceived directly or indirectly a por- 
Lion of the profits made upon the 
$8,710,000,000 expenditures for fuxu- 
ries for it was a-great factor in the 
prosperity of the past twelve 
months.

Cotton Plan 
Marketing. 


Montgomery, Ala. Inspiration 
-ained from the recent meeting of 
‘he American Cotton Assocyation in 
Montgomery has caused cotton far- 
‘ers of Oklahoma to work out a 
-'ganlic. plan for the cooperative 


marketing of 300,000 or more bales 
of cotton grown in Oklahoma during 
the season of 1921, according to in- 
formation received by F. 0. Hooton, 
supervisor, of the division of mar- 
kets and immigration of the Ala- 
bama department of agriculture, 
from Carl Williams, of Oklahoma 
City. 

The Oklahoma State organization 
will hold contracts for the handling, 
grading and marketing of 300,000 
bales, certainly 200,000 bales under 
the agreement and will be able 
fo go to the spinners of Europe and 
America or to any: persons in the 
cotton market and ‘to call for bids 
rather than to stand back and re- 
ceive whatever prices. others desire 
to offer for the cotton. 


Farmers interested in the move- 
ment must sign an iron-clad con- 
tract to market their cotton through 
the organization and failure to de- 
liver all their cotton to the organ- 
ization will subject them to a for- 
feiture of 5 cents a pound as liqui- 
dated damages. The association will 
be given permission to form pools in 
which cotton of the same grade re- 
ceived from many sources may be 
thrown together and offered to buy- 
ers of the grade in one shipment. 
In this way if is proposed to receive 
the benefits of mass selling. Each 
owner of cotton in the pool would 
recerve his pro rata share of the 
purchase money after costs of hand- 
ling had been paid. 

Because of the lateness of the 
season it is not proposed to offer any 
cotton under the agreement this 
year but those signing the contracts 
will be bound to deliver their cotton 
produced during the season of 1924. 
The plan attracted great attention 
in the Alabama department of agri- 
eulfure during the week because it 
was evolved as a result of. the Ala- 
bama meeting. and because the prin- 
ciple may be used by the depart- 
ment and the Alabama division of 
the American Cotton Association in 
the organization of a similar mar- 
keting corporation in this State. 

Referring to the plans in Okla- 


homa, Mr. Williams, in his letter 
said: 

“This. Oklahoma association is a 
direct outgrowth of discussions 


which took place at the Montgom- 
ery meeting of the American Cotton 
Association. The plan. as. outlined 
has been tried out for a quarter of 
a century, in all of its basie fea- 
tures, by the farmers of California. 
mode than 80,000 of whom have 
been lifted from poverty to pros- 
periftv through its co-operative 
methods. These basic principles 
have merely been adapted to the 
marketing of cotton. They have 
been adopted by Oklahomans only 


after full financing, grading and 
classing, compressing, ginning and 
marketing have helped to solve each 
problem and to develop a practical 
way out of each seeming difficulty.”

Berlin, July 7.—At the instigation 
of Professor William Ostwald, the 
famou; technical expert, the first 


foundation of an institute:at Dres- 
den for the development of the sci- 
entifie study of “color” and with the 
adaptation of the results of. thal 
study for practical purposes. 

The experiments will be mainly 
based on the new principles of the 
color-phenomenon, as laid down. by 
Professor Ostwald. A committee 
has been appointed, in which the 
Government of Saxony, the munici- 
pality of Dresden and the trades in- 
lerested in the practical outcome, 
are represented. The committee has 
approached the Government of the 
German Republic with the object 
of secu,ing assistance, financial and 
otherwise, in the carrying out of the 
plan.

“I 
have several people who have told 
me that, ata certain figure, which is 
not far distant, they stand ready to 
buy at least 50,000 pieces each of va- 
rious cloths.” Others say they have 
heard statements of this kind before 
and that, invariably, the buyer's 
idea of price changed, when he 
found he could get what he wanted. 

There are others who claim to 
have studied the situation carefully, 
and to have talked with the most 
prominent buyers and have con- 
cluded that they see nothing indica- 
tive of immediate improvement in 
the situation. They see possibili- 
ties of further declines—that goods 
may even go below cost. Curtail- 
ment of production, they say, may 
bring people to their senses and 
make them realize how low prices 
are.

Philadelphia.—Continued stagna-

Increasing values are well illus- 
‘rated in three lines of standard 
cotton hosiery. One opened the 
season: last year al $2.75 and is 
vriced for fall at $3.75, these fig- 
ures being based on present operat- 
ing and raw material costs. An- 
other, which opened last year at 
<1,.50, is held for $1.75. A line priced 
22.75 opened last year at $2.50. 
Neither is selling and the mill is not 
imaking, having closed down with 
‘he completion of its orders, 

The divergent views of manufac- 
‘urers on the subject of selling hos- 
ivy for spring are shown in the 
positions taken by four manufac- 
‘urers making identical lines in 
which in view of the recent short- 
age in relation to demand, there 
vould seem to be no necessity for 
such keen competition as would jus- 
‘ify the extraordinarily attractive 
‘erms offered. 


One of the mills is quoting to De- 
vember, another to January, giving 
‘lerms that ought to tempt jobbers 
'o take hold. Yet the goods are 
barely moving, and only in very 
limited quantity. Another of these 
four mills named prices and 
promptly withdrew them after 
sounding the market. Still another 
has not set a price and, it is stated, 
has no idea of doing so until condi- 
‘ions beeome more nearly stable.

It is apparent that such transac- 
‘ions do not make prices,b ul they 
have a disturbing influence that only 
puts off the day when there should 
be a return of confidence in the 
market. 

Manufacturers who have been 
loath to close their mills now are 
said to be taking the view that there 
is no alternative, and suspension of 
operations, it is declared, is becom- 
iig more widespread, as the only 
preventive of a situation worse than 
that which now exists. Reports 
from the Reading, Pa., territory, are 
'o the effeet that curtailment to the 
bone is in full swing, and the im- 


pression seems to prevail there that 
there will be no resumption in a 
general way before September. 

As in finished products, mercer- 
ized yarns, it is pointed out, have 
been huckstered about the market 
by a few distressed holders, and 
several manufacturers have acquir- 
ed good sized lots at less than the 
quotations on ply combed. peeler of 
like count in the gray. As some of 
this yarn is known fo have been 
taken by mills that are not operat- 
ing, it appears the purchasers feel 
mercerized yarn, after business re- 
vival sets in, will show higher value. 

Prediction as to what cotton will 
do run to the two extremes. Some 
interests are sincere in the belief 
that the fiber will hit 50 cents. Oth- 
ers can be found who are equally 
sincere in the view that a recession 
of 10 cents is more likely than an 
advance of a dime per pound. Yarns, 
having undergone a severe pound- 
ing, with spinners perhaps in posi- 
tion to wait and with curtailment 
of production, should hover around 


present values until September, say 


middle-of-the-road forecasters. If, 
therefore, it is observed, knit goods 
jobbers are waiting for something 
tangible in the way.o fa stabilizer 
before making engagements for 
spring, not before Labor Day, will 
they give an intimation of the extent 
to which they maye be expected to 
operate.

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The Yarn Market 


Philadelphia.—Scattering transac- 
Lions, Involving small quantities of 
yarns for prompt use, at prices vir- 
tually unchanged, made up what 
there was of trading in this market. 
A little improvement in inquiry was 
reported, however, and several yarn 
houses told of receiving offers from 
spinners af rates the dealers hope 
may prove attractive to mills using 
the grades and counts quoted. 

As to the inquiries lately coming 
from manufacturers, it has been the 
experience of a good many dealers 
that about one inquiry out of every 
10 eventually develops into business. 
Comparatively little interest is be- 
ing shown in yarns for delivery 
ahead and most of the inquiry con- 
cerns small lots needed for imme- 
diate or nearby production. Because 
of the latter circumstance, some 
dealers assert, it is obvious that the 
reason why sO many yarn men re- 
port there is no effort to follow up 
inquiry is that the prices quoted are 
too high to land the business, which 
goes elsewhere. 


A handful of local yarn distribu- 
tors seem to be moderately busy. It 
is noticeable that reports of price 
concessions come most frequently 
from this group of dealers and it is 
to these yarn houses that visiting 
spinners appear to gravitate within 
a few hours after their arrival in 
this market. Incidentally, about ev- 
ery known grade of yarns ordinarily 
called for, in all eounts within a 
reasonable range, can be had at one 
or the other of these houses, for any 


delivery required; in almost any 
quantity, and at prices in many 


eca_es 5 to 10 cents a pound under 


those below which the average yarn 


dealer still insists he cannot afford 


to sell, 

If actual business transactions 
count for anything in the way of 
keeping in contact with conditions 
in the trade, the yarn dealers who 
find means to continue their activi- 
ties under present handicaps, even 
at the cost of temporary sacrifice of 
part of their profits, appear likely 
to have a considerable advantage 
over their competitors when the 
lide Lurns and yarn users once again 
begin to operate on a representative 
scale. 

In the meantime, buyers who 
would need to purchase yarns in 
any event are finding bargains with 


the e sellers, and spinners whose 
most pressing need at present is an 
outlet for current production are 


finding a market.

There is a feeling in some quar-

juctions in percentages amounting 
') the percentage of drop that will 
occur In raw material. The impos- 
-\bility of agents meeting any such 
-ondition can bring about a hesita- 
‘ion of serious import, so that they 
contend that nothing is to be gained 
iv attempting at this time to dis- 
count future merchandising plans to 
carry into spring on staple goods. — 

It is true beyond question that no 
-urplus of standard domestics is 
pressing on the markets. Goods can 
ve had at prices, but even when full 
prices are offered large quantities 
are unobtainable. This applies to 
standard bleached and brown mus- 
‘ins, wide sheetings, sheets and pil- 
low cases, man yof the colored do- 
ineoties and other staples. 
are still many goods to be delivered 
o Old orders‘ and the pressure that 
inakes for really low prices is want- 
ing at the selling end. 

Handlers of percales, branded 
nes of bleached and brown domes- 
ics, ginghams, colored domestics, 
ind other lines, have concluded to 
viake very nominal revisions, if it 
'~ necessary to make any at this 
me, The jobbers much prefer that 
‘°w prices shall not be named until 
‘vey are better enabled to say how 
‘uch they ean buy or how much 
ey will need. 

The soft spot in the markets is in 
ie gray goods division. Specula- 
ors have lost their nerve and regu- 
ir users are quite content to allow 
ie other fellow to get his licking 

. they had to take theirs when the

markets were run up on them earl- 
ier in the year and in other recent 
years. Some so-called converters 
are certain to be out of business be- 
fore the year ends unless there is 
a very sharp change in conditions 
within sixty days, according to the 
reports current in well-posted cir- 
cles in the trade. 

Buyers of large calibre do not 
want to see drastic revisions now. 
They have said so to agents and oth- 
ers. This is due to the fact that 
they are not ready to operate. The 
hesitation in trade has been wide- 
spread, and while many houses are 
exceedingly optimistic on prospects 
to follow the settlement of trans- 
portation questions and crop yields 


they believe that it is prudent to 


move conservatively during the bal- 
ance of the summer. They will not 
make normal commitments for the 
long future and they therefore urge 
agents not to unsettle markets when 


they cannot respond fully to new 


prices. 


Recovery from the immediate 
stagnation in the trade in many 
lines is predicted in several quar- 
ters where good judgment usually 
prevails. Before the middle of Au- 
gust many houses will have to buy 
to insure deliveries, and it is be- 
lieved that the gains in business now 


seen, while slow and difficult, are | 


being made because goods are ac- 
tually wanted by those who are sup- 
plying many centres. In fact, there 
are some houses so well placed that 
they would not object from their 
own viewpoint if agents made slash- 
ing reductions and thus stirred up 
business from a plane of safety.
